War on McDrugs 


I’m eating in a McDonald’s for 
the first time in years. I’m here looking for 
drugs. 

To enter the Haight Ashbury’s most 
dangerous business, I must run a gaunt- 
let at the door. A quick sidestep is needed 
to avoid bumping into three unattended 
young children bounding out into the 
Saturday evening sunlight, presumably in 
the throes of a salt-and-fat rush. 

Inside, the L-shaped dining room is 
half-empty. A few people stand by the 
bathrooms; older solitary men nurse 
cups of coffee and shuffle through 
newspapers at tables near the service 
counter. Scanning the menu, I try to re- 
member what Michael Pollan — or was 
it Eric Schlosser? — said is acceptable to 
eat here. I opt for small fries, and $1.95 
later I’m seated on a plastic stool at a 
plastic table, ready to observe a hotbed 
for drug sales and violence in action. 

This McDonald’s, at the corner of 
Haight and Stanyan streets near the far 
eastern edge of Golden Gate Park, is “a 
safe haven for drug dealers and users,” 
according to City Attorney Dennis Her- 
rera. Police have been called here 641 
times since January 2014, more calls for 
law enforcement than any other busi- 
ness in the neighborhood. And the Illi- 
nois-based McDonald’s Corp. is “legally

on the hook” for it, Herrera informed 
the company last week. Unless some- 
thing is done, Herrera has vowed to 

sue McDonald’s and the owners of this 
franchise, who could be fined $25,000 a 
day and have their restaurant shut down 
for a year. Similar tactics have been em- 
ployed against Tenderloin bodegas that 
served as fronts for drug-dealing. 

None of this conflict is apparent at 
first glance. Like everywhere else in the 
neighborhood, there are lots of “street 
kids” — easy shorthand for the Haight’s 
brand of transient. They skew younger 
and whiter, they sell drugs to the tourists 
and high school kids who come here to 
buy them, and they are usually on their 
way somewhere else. During their stint 
in town, drawn here by the weather, 
free bluegrass, and decades of tradition, 
these transients might crash in Buena 
Vista Park or near Alvord Lake across the 
street from the McDonald’s. 

When nobody offers to 
sell me weed on my way into 
the restaurant, as almost 
always happens when I head 
into Amoeba Records or the 
Goodwill up the street, I’m 
struck: I must look like a cop 
today. 

“Something” does happen 
less than 10 minutes after I 
sit down, and I’m impressed 
with how smoothly it goes.

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A “street kid” with hollow eyes hangs out 
too long by the counter. A manager, iden- 
tifiable by his blue shirt and air of tired 
authority, shouts at the kid to get out, 
while simultaneously scooping fries for a 
paying customer. “Sorry about that,” the 
manager says. The kid, meanwhile, has 
exited without a word. 

Aside from the City Attorney’s prom- 
ised suit, none of this is new. Rumblings 
about the “problem” at McDonald’s sur- 
face every couple of years, but nothing 
seems to change. In 2012, police Chief 
Greg Suhr promised that cops would 
fix the issue “by the end of the week,” 
according to The New York Times. The 
restaurant has tried: After security guards 
proved too expensive, the old franchise 
owners eliminated the dollar menu and 
removed picnic tables from the outdoor 
patio to discourage lingering riffraff. The 
new owners, who bought the location in 
2013, inherited an old problem. 
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It’s not clear why the time to end this 
persistent situation is now. ‘The restau- 
rant apparently was inviting enough 
in the fall for a visit from the president 
of the Philippines, who popped in for a 
meal during a trip to the city. And the 11 
drug busts here since September don’t 
exactly shock and awe: an acid dealer on 
4/20 weekend, a guy with a couple ounc- 
es of psilocybin mushrooms, another 
with about 2 pounds of weed, all carry- 
ing small quantities of cash. No guns, no 
serious violence, no organized crime. 

Not that the people who live here 
are content with the status quo. When 
I mention the threat of a lawsuit to my 
partner, who used to come here as a child 
for a rare treat of Chicken McNuggets 
after horseback riding lessons in Golden 
Gate Park, her reaction is swift. “Good,” 
she told me. “They should have shut that 
place down years ago.” 

Still, the lawsuit threat 
feels like a kneejerk re- 
sponse. City officials talk 
about a neighborhood 
plagued by “drug dealers” 
and “addicts” in need of 
“help.” It’s not clear if it’s 
the cannabis or the LSD 
that has the kids addicted, 
but some of the “help” 
that was here got evicted. 
In December 2013, one of 

the two nonprofits serving 


youth in the area, the Homeless Youth 
Alliance, lost its lease on a space on Cole 
Street, two blocks from the restaurant. 
The recent spike in crime — those 641 
calls — began the next month. 

[head outside, where the manager 
is taking a cigarette break. He’s not 
talkative, and doesn’t cop to knowing 
anything about the lawsuit, but Ido 
find out he’s worked here 17 years. I’m 
trying to digest that fact when a com- 
motion breaks out from the direction of 
Alvord Lake. 

Dogs growl and bark, followed by a 
shout. Someone starts running across 
the street. “Oh!” the manager exclaims. 
He turns to a tough-looking younger 
woman standing near us on the patio, 
finishing off an ice cream. “That’s your 
husband,” he tells her. She curses and 
heads towards the action. 

“You know her? You know her hus- 
band?” I ask, incredulous. 

“Of course,” he says. “They're my 
customers.” 

The Haight Ashbury has been a 
magnet for transient youth for almost 
50 years. “All along Haight Street, from 
Buena Vista Park to the eastern edge of 
Golden Gate Park, there are nearly as 
many street kids as tourists on the side- 
walks.” That sentence was published in 
this newspaper nearly a decade ago. Like 
every McDonald’s in the world, the one 
in Haight Ashbury is a reflection of the 
community it serves. It will take much 
more than a lawsuit to change that.

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On a windy evening in late 
April, fewer than a dozen players from the 
semi-pro San Francisco City Football Club 
assemble for practice at Franklin Square 
Park in the Mission. The team’s mood par- 
allels the weather — bleak. 

Four days earlier, SF City had suf- 
fered a gut punch of a defeat in front of 
a record crowd of about 1,500 people 
gathered at Kezar Stadium for the 
Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup. The nation- 
wide tournament featured teams from 
all tiers of professional U.S. Club Soccer, 
the American version of England’s Foot- 
ball Association Cup. The frustration 
and dismay resulting from SF City’s 2-1 
loss to Simi Valley’s Cal Football Club 
was exacerbated by the two goals the

local team conceded from dubious pen- 
alties, one of which was awarded when 
SF City’s goalkeeper punched the ball at 
an opposing player. 

“There’s nothing really more to say 
about it,” the team’s co-captain and gen- 
eral manager, Jordan Gardner, 31, mut- 
ters dejectedly while taking a breather 
from the drill. 

Gardner’s 28-year-old brother, An- 
drew, SF City’s coach, says the defeat 
squandered the herculean effort the 
club had put into securing qualification. 
The team was San Francisco's first to 
qualify for the U.S. Open Cup since the 
now-defunct California Victory eight 
years ago. One of three Bay Area teams 
competing in the tournament, SF City 
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was hoping to replicate the success of 
earlier San Francisco clubs, such as the 
Greek-American Athletic Club (which 
won the tournament in both 1985 and 
1994), Deportivo Mexico (1993 champi- 
ons), and 1976 champs the San Francis- 
co Italian Athletic Club, none of which 
are currently active. 

SF City team members were so 
depressed by the loss that a number 
of players took time off to mentally 
recover. Amid the subdued atmosphere 
on this April night, the training focuses 
on short passing drills, with most of the 
noise coming from Australian trainer 
Patrick Coyne, who barks orders at the 
players with the intensity of a ship cap- 
tain weathering a storm. 
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San Francisco City Football Club’s 
ambitions go way beyond merely making a 
run in the Open Cup. This club wants to 
bring professional soccer to San Francisco 
in a big way. But the nascent team is still in 
the phase of a startup company working 
out of a makeshift garage office, according 
to Steve Kenyon, the club’s vice president 
of community development. “We have 
startup aspirations, but we have to balance 
reality with financial resources,’ Kenyon 
says. ‘We're right in that stage where we're 
looking at those next-level costs and need- 
based expenditures.” 

The club reinvests all of its revenue 
back into the team, making each player, 
coach, and organizational member an 
unpaid volunteer. Its current annual 
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budget of $100,000 may be minuscule 
by Major League Soccer standards, but 
SF City’s dreams are big: The club hopes 
to steadily climb the ladder and eventu- 
ally compete in the MLS — orat least 
reach third or second tier. 

Currently part of the fourth-tier Nor- 
Cal Premier League, SF City adheres to 
a supporter-owned model, which means 
51 percent of the club’s stakeholders are 
dues-paying members who vote on club 
issues. Anyone can become a member by 
paying the $50 yearly or $350 lifetime 
fees. City’s main game plan for growth is 
to ignite waves of support from San Fran- 
ciscans and channel it into memberships.

into a city and saying, ‘I want to start a 
soccer team, here’s $10 million, let’s do 
it,” Coach Gardner says. “That’s not how 
we wanted to do it.” 

To reach the next level, Kenyon and 
the Gardners plan to fuse the sport’s 
inherent ability to attract thriving ener- 
getic communities (that is, crazy soccer 
fans) with San Francisco’s undying love 
of all things local. The massive soccer 
clubs of Europe are often regarded as 
“more than a club” (FC Barcelona’s 
official motto translated into English) 
because they embody something more 
significant than the sport itself. “Soccer 
has a history throughout the world of 
building community, more than any oth- 
er sport,” says Mark Barbeau, the found- 
er of local soccer blog and newsletter 
FootySF. That passion is being emulated 
and refashioned in a specifically San 
Francisco way over at SF City’s startup 
garage — Kezar Stadium. 


When Peter Bogdis first heard about 
SF City, he didn’t know whether the club 
was serious or just “some beer league,’ he 
says. The 44-year-old plumber then went 
to see the team in action. “I saw the actual 
skill of the players; these guys can really 
play ball,” Bogdis says. “Right at that mo- 
ment I said, ‘Tm all in. I love this.” 

Bogdis is a member of the Northsid- 
ers, a group of supporters that assembles 
in the north section of Kezar for every 
SF City game. Like other supporter 
groups, the Northsiders have the Tifos 
(giant banners) and chants that suggest 
nobody rides harder for SF City. Their 
most popular chant is, “Oh, when the fog 
goes rolling in,” set to the tune of “When 
the Saints Go Marching In.” The group 
employs a more sardonic chant when the 
club faces teams in yellow (which hap- 
pens more often than you'd expect): “We 
all laugh at the yellow soccer team,” set 
to the Beatles’ “Yellow Submarine.” 

You don’t want to get on the North- 
siders’ bad side. At one game, the group 
booed an opposing player every time he 
touched the ball, supposedly because he 
made a cheeky gesture before the match. 
The Northsiders are the new McCovey 
Cove kayakers, the new Raiders fans who 
dress like scary pirates. Their team may 
not be major league yet, but their sup- 
port is already in a league of its own.

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“They are the lifeblood of the organi- 
zation,” Charles Wollin, SF City’s director 
of media and the commentator for the 
club’s games, says of fan groups like the 
Northsiders. “This is about elevating San 
Francisco to become a soccer city. We 
cannot do that without the unique mo- 
saic that is the energy and heart of the 
people of San Francisco.” 

The Northsiders are hardly the only 
San Francisco soccer diehards who hang 
around Kezar Stadium. Early in the 
mornings on Saturdays and Sundays, 
dozens gather at pubs such as Kezar (the 
stadium's namesake), Mad Dog in the 
Fog, or McTeagues to watch European 
soccer at 4:45 and 7 a.m. During last 
summer’s World Cup, San Francisco 
ranked third behind New York City and 
Washington, D.C., in viewership. Not 
bad considering one of those other cities 
has more 200 foreign embassies and the 
other is the “capital of the free world.” 
Among the fans who gather at the pubs

is Barbeau, who is adamant that San 
Francisco is a soccer town and that SF 
City could be its ambassadors. 

“Fans feel like they’re getting in on 
the ground floor of a startup,” Barbeau 
says of the club’s supporter-owned 
model. “Another factor working in SF 
City’s favor is its expressed commit- 
ment towards doing some good in the 
community. San Francisco has always 
been a hotbed of great social-change 
organizations doing good works.” 

With SF City’s recent launch of a 
new youth academy and young teams, 
the club gives itself a steady pipeline of 
prospects while also reinvesting in the 
community. One of the bigger criticisms 
of U.S. soccer is the pay-to-play system

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of many youth clubs, which has been 
singled out as a factor as to why the U.S. 
men’s soccer team isn’t on the level of a 
Brazil or Germany on the world stage. 

“There’s so many disadvantaged kids 
in SE” Coach Gardner says. “Why should 
soccer be another way for them to be ex- 
cluded just because of money? So many 
high-quality players and kids who could 
use the lessons learned by playing team 
sports are being excluded and I think 
that’s unfortunate.” 


What’s fortunate is that SF City 
aims to change that sort of inequality by 
heavily promoting its inclusive brand of 
community-based soccer. With about 350 
members, 40 of whom are lifetimers, the 
club’s short-term goal is to increase its 
membership. “We need people to feel they 
have real legit ownership,’ Jacques Pelham, 
the club’s president, says, pointing out that 
SF City’s $100,000 annual budget is a frac- 
tion of the average North American Soccer 
League team. “We're looking for the real 
partners to move to the professional level. 
That’s going to take a lot of money.” 

SF City has faced obstacles to its 
growth, the biggest involving a territori- 
al dispute. The team currently competes 
in the Norcal Premier League, one of 
many tier-four soccer leagues in the 
country. The original plan was for SF City 
to compete in the Golden Gate Division 
of the National Premier Soccer League, 
also a tier-four league but slightly higher 
in quality and organization. But another 
soccer club, the San Francisco Stompers, 
competes in that division, and it blocked 
SF City’s application to the NPSL, claim- 
ing exclusive rights to San Francisco. It 
was an odd claim given that other cities 
have multiple NPSL teams. A judge sided 
with SF City in December, but at that 
point the club already had signed on 
with Norcal. 

But before SF City could compete 
Norcal, the club needed players. That’s 
where the Gardner brothers came in. 

SF City’s board chose to acquire the 
Gardners’ local amateur club team Tick- 
etArsenal FC, named for their ticket re- 
sale company. “[SF City] had the off-field 
product,” Jordan Gardner says. “They 
were far along in that sense and we were 
far along with the on-field product.” 

Since the merger, SF City has had 
string of impressive performances. In 
March, the club battered Juventus Soc- 
cer Academy and Stanislaus Academy 


7-1 and 3-0, respectively, to secure Open 
Cup qualification. Despite SF City’s re- 
cent Open Cup defeat, the club played 
well, dominating possession. Other vic- 
tories include 1-0 over East Bay United 
and 6-0 over PSA Royals in April, anda 
3-2 comeback thriller over Pleasanton 
side IFX Ballistic on May 9. During that 
game, midfielder George Plakorus netted 
two goals for SF City, including the win- 
ner off a header in the last five minutes. 

“Mentally I was focused,” Plakorus 
says. “The first 20 minutes I wasn’t 
sharp, but I worked hard and things 
worked out for me.” 

The squad brims with skill, with a 
majority of players having Division I ex- 
perience, and one player being poached 
in March by the Los Angeles Galaxy’s B 
team. But SF City’s biggest problem isn’t 
attracting or developing talent, it’s try- 
ing to get all of the players in the same 
place at the same time. A 2-2 draw with 
Cal State East Bay that should’ve been 
a win was attributed to the team being 
understaffed. Such is the life of the 
semi-pro player; when soccer is not your 
fulltime job, it’s hard to give it priority. 

In order to reach the promised land 
of U.S. Club Soccer, SF City will need to 
harvest the best San Francisco has to of- 
fer, and plug into the city’s fetishization 
of itself and its locally made products. 
That’s the only way the team can grow in 
its ownership model. “Turning the games 
at Kezar on Saturday afternoon into the 
place to be in San Francisco is pretty 
much what we want,” Kenyon says. “Ev- 
erything you were planning on bringing 
to Dolores Park that day, turn around 
and bring it right on over to Kezar.” 

When you think Bay Area sports, you 
think World Series winners the Giants or 
the Oakland Raiders. But there’s a strong 
case San Francisco can sustain and propel 
a soccer team like SF City. It certainly 
would be nice for a winning club to be 
the city’s biggest soccer claim to fame 
instead of last year’s viral Youtube video 
that showed privileged, permit-wielding 
Dropbox employees taking a Mission soc- 
cer field from neighborhood kids. 

“The saddest thing about that in- 
cident,” Barbeau says, “is that playing 
soccer can be a beautiful, unifying event 
amongst strangers. All those guys had 
to do was say, ‘Forget about our permit, 
let’s all play together.” 
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Holly Herndon makes music 
that sounds like now. 

Her songs are a mashup of audio 
clips from her browser activity, Skype 
conversations, and recordings of 
her domestic life that she processes 
through a laptop while layering, 
looping, and cutting up her voice. The 
result? Experimental pop, with lots of 
different moving parts. 

“Home,” a track from her new al- 
bum Platform, begins with the sound 
of a ball bouncing across the floor, 
symbolizing, according to Herndon, 
how easy it is to drop the ball. Soon 
after, subtle beats lure you in with the 
soft and steady pulse of a metronome, 
along with modulations of her voice 
echoing for attention. 

The song is simultaneously a love 
letter to technology and a breakup let- 
ter to whomever is spying on Herndon 
from the NSA. 

“That’s one of the important reasons 
why I made ‘Home, because I love my 
laptop and I love this technology, but I 
can also see that with this great ability 
to be connected, there’s also this great 
ability to be surveilled,” Herndon says. 

In the “Home” video — a collab- 
oration with the Dutch design group 
Metahaven — a stranger films Hern- 
don’s every move. At times, the entire 
video screen is taken over by NSA 
logos that nearly blur out the image of 
Herndon singing lines such as, “I can 
feel you in my room ... and it feels like 
you see me.’ Filters, words, and graph- 
ics push to the forefront of the screen, 
while Herndon’s voice, a comforting 
soprano, is shattered by sharp cuts and 
sounds of the world breaking beneath 
her feet. »> pl4

Shattering preconceptions has been 
an essential part of Herndon’s work 
ever since she started performing choral 
music as a child, back in her hometown 
of Johnson City in rural Tennessee. Her 
choral background has served to give 
her a voice that’s nuanced, introspective, 
and rooted in the classics. After visiting 
Berlin as a teenager, Herndon was im- 
pressed with the city’s vibrant art scene, 
and the multidisciplinary, collaborative 
nature of the work done there. At 22, 
she moved to Berlin full time, and be- 
came immersed in club culture and tech- 
no while studying vocal improvisation. 

After spending five years in Germa- 
ny, Herndon realized that she needed 






the tools to take her own interest in 
electronic and experimental music 
further. She moved back to the U.S. in 
2008 and landed at Mills College as a 
student of the MFA program in elec- 
tronic music composition. It was there 
that she began composing her debut 
album Movement on her laptop. 

Mills has a long legacy of influence 
on experimental and electronic mu- 
sicians. One of its professors, Pauline 
Oliveros, was a central figure in San 
Francisco’s experimental electronic 
music scene of the 1950s and ’60s. And 
although Herndon wasn’t a formal 
student of the Mills College founder 
of “Deep Listening,” Oliveros’ focus on 
intensely listening to, and deciphering, 
the sounds of everyday life can be heard 
reverberating decades later throughout 
Herndon’s evolving discography. 

The transition between Movement 
and Platform represents a coming home 


for Herndon. Movement was an explo- 
ration of experimental sound, chopped 
up intermittently with her signature 
electronic pop pieces. Platform is more 
cohesive, with a definite rhythm to it. 
Each song builds off the last, and even 
Herndon’s most experimental track 
“Lonely at the Top” seamlessly flows 
into the avant-garde “DAO,” and pop- 
tech anthems like “Home.” 

At home, Herndon says, her part- 
ner and co-producer, the artist Mat 
Dryhurst, is almost constantly record- 
ing her. Sounds from their domestic 
life, ranging from a refrigerator door 
opening to private conversations, are 
all taped in realtime. Sometimes, she 
doesn’t even know that she’s being 
recorded. 


“At the end of ‘Home, you can hear 
a giggle,” Herndon says. “That was from 
him recording a Skype conversation 
that we were having, I didn’t realize that 
he was recording it, and so that was a 
natural and unedited, unabashed laugh/ 
giggle that I’m having with my partner. 
Whenever | hear that in the song, it’s so 
hyper-personal for me, because it’s not 
like I giggled into a microphone.” 

It’s an apropos metaphor: If we are 
always being recorded by the govern- 
ment, why not take the same tools, use 
them to document ourselves, and then 
reinterpret them the way we choose to? 
What if we can take control of the inti- 
macy of our technology and use it as a 
way to engage with others? 

These questions — about surveil- 
lance, our relationship to technology, 
and how to create ways to respond to 
the problems of our age — are at the 
heart of Platform. Featuring collabora- 


tions with artists including Metahaven, 
producer Amnesia Scanner, artist and 
programmer Claire Tolan, and the New 
York-based queer punk hero Colin Self, 
the album is a platform for different 
voices and communities interested in 
using art as a form of activism. 

When speaking about her collabo- 
ration with Herndon, the ASMR artist 
Tolan says, “It’s called ‘Lonely at the 
Top’ because they (the 1 percent) feel 
like they’re trapped at the top of the 
food chain, and the question is, how do 
they develop a coping mechanism when 
there’s this vast inequality that’s present 
with the world?” 

Throughout Platform, Herndon re- 
veals the many layers of inequality, but 
instead of reverting to our generation’s

favorite pastime, solutionism (the belief 
that all difficulties have solutions), she 
dives deeply into each problem, seeing it 
as a prism that can help us understand 
and shed more light onto possible caus- 
es, without offering one-size-fits-all 
prescriptions. “I’m really interested in 
responding to my current conditions,” 
Herndon says. “I’m not interested in 
nostalgia so much. I’m more interested 
in responding to today, and new prob- 
lems that arise from the kinds of para- 
digms we're facing require new emotion- 
al responses and emotional modalities 
that we can use.” 


MCOVING ON 


Having just wrapped up a teaching stint 
at Stanford, Herndon has joined the 
ranks of San Francisco musicians who 
have recently moved to Los Angeles due 


to increased rents and fewer artistic op- 
portunities in the Bay Area. As I catch up 
with Herndon by phone, it seems as 
though she is constantly in motion and 
transitioning to her next big project. We 
speak the day after she’s returned from 
the first leg of her European tour and 
right before she’s about to set out for 
Death Valley, where she will be shooting 
the music video for another track from 
Platform, “Morning Sun.” It’s a ray of light 
on the album — upbeat pop that you 
could wake up, dance to, or just as easily 
feel “happy to be alive” to. 

And yet — Herndon’s move to 
Southern California seems unexpect- 
ed. Her academic and technological 
grounding is strong in the Bay Area, 
with several years left at Stanford to 
complete her doctorate in Computer 
Music. As artists get pushed farther 
out of the Bay Area, though, support is 
becoming virtually nonexistent — un- 
like in L.A., where Herndon says strong 
music and arts scenes thrive. 

“There is something to be said about 
a really active and vibrant arts commu- 
nity, and I just don’t really see that in 
San Francisco, and that is something 
that is happening in L.A., and it’s very 
refreshing and nice,” Herndon says. 

“If you're going to scrape by and live 
somewhere expensive, you're going 
to want to be at the heart of where 
the activity is,” Herndon continues. 
“San Francisco doesn’t have that — it 
doesn’t have much activity to offer for 
the prices involved. So Los Angeles is 
kind of an obvious choice.”

Picture a wasted city. Tall buildings reach 
towards an unkind sky. Computers, key- 
boards, and monitors lie scattered around, 
useless now with no one to use them. 
Somewhere, a crinkle of paper becomes a 
low rumble. A drum is heard in the dis- 
tance. A flag is drawn. People rise, leading 
the charge, trying to take back their city. 

That’s the sound of “Unequal,” Hern- 
don’s collaboration with queer punk 
Colin Self. It’s ominously beautiful, and 
Self’s vocals, sung in an early music 
style, sound like a battle cry in the fight 
against Techtopia. 

Herndon and Self thought of 
prophets who spoke for their age, both 
real and imaginary, ranging from Joan 
of Arc to Katniss Everdeen, to create 
and offer our generation “a prayer for 
humanity.” 

Herndon says, “I imagined [Self] as 
a Joan of Arc figure, burning at a pyre 
yet remaining vigilant and optimistic. 
Inequity, whether it be racial, gendered 
or economic, is such a pressing topic, 
and it felt liberating to be able to write 
something unashamedly emotional.” 

“Unequal” creates vivid imagery of 
this sort of uprising, unique to each lis- 
tener, but it’s a moving meditation on 
what it means to “fight for each other.” 
The sound is evocative of choral hymns, 
chamber music, and even the way Self’s 
voice reverberates is reminiscent of lis- 


tening to a church performance. 

“Holly’s music is like receiving a 
cochlear implant that gives listeners an 
expanded sonic territory for listening,” 
Self says. “It sounds like the present 
moment, our interfaces, the face in 
front of the computer and a labyrinth 
of virtual conversations.” 

Chris Chafe, director of Stanford’s 
Center for Computer Research in Music 
and Acoustics, is a pioneer in his field. 
He’s the co-inventor of the brain stetho- 
scope, which monitors brain waves and 
turns them into sounds that track sei- 
zures and brain activity, while synthe- 
sizing abstract, yet emotive music. 

Chafe has worked with Herndon 
for three years, and sees her music in 
a similar light as Self does. He says 
Herndon’s changing what we can do 
with our voices in computer music, 
shifting the conversation, and playing 
with questions of identity, while also 
creating “empathy by ear.” 

“There’s this very strong, long tra- 
jectory over the voice, and doing simu- 
lations and manipulations by and with 
computers, and she’s right in there do- 
ing things that catch your ear in a way 
that I find is the primary fascination of 
why you would do this with a computer 
in the first place. Because you can get 
in there and manipulate identity, and 
that’s what she’s doing.” 

Nostalgia has had a very limiting ef- 
fect on computer music. It makes music 
from 30 years ago the dominant refer- 
ence point for the kind of music that is 
made today. Instead of drawing connec- 
tions among contemporary musicians 
like Helena Hauff and Laurel Halo, 
many have compared Herndon to Lau- 
rie Anderson, as she is an artist who 
made computer music mainstream, 
while pushing the boundaries of art, 
visual installations, and performance. 
But the comparison is too easy — even 
for listeners who fell in love with Ander- 
son's Big Science or Mister Heartbreak, 
having heard nothing like them before. 

Anderson’s early work has a low-fi 
quality to it. Listening to Big Science to- 
day, you wonder: Are we really living in 
the future Anderson envisioned? While 
Anderson’s music remains classic, the 
tools used on Big Science firmly root the 
music in the ’80s. 

Instead of using retro synthesizers, 
Herndon manipulates sounds from 
software that she has made herself, 
after making recordings of the white 
noise of our generation. Her music 
responds to current emotional condi- 
tions, as mundane as waiting for a text 
message while seeing the elusive “....” 
to reacting to our government’s spying 
program. These are emotional problems 
that could not be envisioned or dealt 
with at the time Big Science was con- 
ceived, and while it is a classic album, 
it’s important we make space in music 
for the new classic. 

“I think with a lot of female artists, 
it’s like, ‘Oh, she’s the new PJ Harvey,’ 
or ‘She’s the new Bjork,” Herndon says. 
She has be the new someone. Herndon 
dares to be herself.

LIGHT IT UP 


In the past 30 years, light artists have reimagined an art form that has always had 
the ability to turn the night sky, or a simple window, into luminescence. Last fall, 
the Yerba Buena Center for the Arts turned its southern glass wall into a parade 


of sound-sensing lights, Lightswarm, that changes with the movements of nearby 
people and things. Future Cities Lab, the San Francisco design company behind 
Lightswarm, has originated another notable light sculpture. Located by the YB- 
CA’s steps at 701 Mission, Murmur Wall will light up in arresting ways as it in- 
corporates local trending search engine results and social media postings. 
Onlookers can offer their own contributions, which will feed into the Murmur 
Wall's data stream and light up the sculpture. What’s trending in San Francisco? If 
you re walking by the YBCA, you can see firsthand — at least through light pat- 
terns that reflect the city’s volatile internet habits.

Not a lot of people know Prudentius’ Psychomachia by heart these days, but during 
the Middle Ages, it was a hit. The allegorical poem with a rockin’ title gave vice and 
virtue human form and pitted them in epic, kaiju-like battles. The odds were 
stacked — Luxuria (Lust), attended by her companions Beauty and Pleasure, was 
armed with wine and roses, while Chastity carried a big frickin’ sword — but medie- 
val crowds ate it up because the struggle is real and recognizable. Consider, then, 
The Seven Deadly Pleasures: A Rock Operaa welcome update with a catchy 
chorus. The characters — an unprincipled businessman, his licentious wife, rebel- 
lious son, prideful daughter, and lazy, gluttonous brother — reflect modern pathos 
in song (socio-economic pressures, family secrets, internal conflicts) with the Devil 
and a chorus of angels. This incarnation features favorites from the Dark Room as 
well as Tom Jones’ vocal doppelganger, Steffanos X, and was adapted from a sold- 
out production at American Conservatory Theater’s Costume Shop last year.

BEAUTIFUL RUINS 


In the Maysles brothers’ eerie and 
masterful documentary Grey Gar- 
dens, we are drawn into the crum- 
bling world of Edith Bouvier Beale 
and her adult daughter Little Edie. 
As close relatives of Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy, they made headlines in 1973 
when the health department threat- 
ened to demolish their home, a di- 
lapidated mansion overrun by fleas, 
raccoons, and offal in tony East 
Hampton.

Sculptor Evan Holm is stretching cassette tapes to the limit, all in the name of art and nature

In his Oakland studio just min- 
utes from the Bay Bridge toll plaza, Evan 
Holm shows a visitor a long, strange con- 
traption that includes unspooled cassette 
tape, large wooden wheels, small metal 
rotors, oak branches, and pools of water. 
The sculpture is designed to push the tape 
through the air and into the pools, where 
the tape is submerged and then continues 
on its way, all the while playing overlap- 
ping music that evokes nature at its most 
sublime. Holm calls his new artwork For- 
est Pools, and it arrives a few years after 
another audio sculpture, Submerged Turn- 
table, played vinyl albums under water 
that resembled a mini-lake. 

In the long timeline of “experimental 
art” that involves sound or nature — in- 
cluding John Cage’s 1952 composition of 
silence, “4’33”,” and Christo’s 1976 Run- 
ning Fence, which snaked through Marin 
and Sonoma counties for miles — the 
35-year-old Holm is a worthy torchbear- 
er. Holm has both art and engineering 
backgrounds, and his sculptures let him 
deconstruct and glorify analog objects 
that the digital revolution is sweeping 
aside. Faster is always better in the dig- 
ital world; for Holm, slower is more in- 
teresting and much more beautiful. With 
Forest Pools, Holm frees the cassette tape 
from its commercial casing, then exposes 
it to the elements — including black ink, 
which Holm will add to the water when 
Forest Pools debuts at Oakland’s Vessel 
Gallery on May 21 in an exhibit titled 
“the river made no sound.” 

Seen from above, Holm’s sculptures 
are akin to Rube Goldberg constructions, 





but Holm’s art is more about inspiring 
wonder at the mechanics of sound, 
movement, time, and nature than about 
entertaining an audience. Forest Pools has 
23 water arenas, three pairs of oversized 
wheels, and three loops of tape, each 
about 140 feet — almost the length of 
an Olympic-sized swimming pool. 
Besides Forest Pools, “the river made 
no sound” features Cloud/Clock, which 
also incorporates wooden wheels and 
audio tape — but also 600 pounds of 
flour that cascades, snowlike, over the 
sculpture from a latticework and bunch- 
es into piles on the ground below. The 
audio for Cloud/Clock is a cacophony of 
elliptical sounds that, like the Beatles 
song “Revolution 9,” seem like a series of 
eavesdropped conversations and staged 
performances. The Beatles’ “Revolution

9” came out in 1968, at the height of 

the group’s artistic and spiritual growth. 
Holm’s art has a similar mystical dimen- 
sion, but it doesn’t proselytize — viewers 
can interpret the works as they want. 

Where Cloud/Clock is, in Holm’s 
view, “subdued and quiet,” Forest Pools 
has a bigger sound system, a higher vol- 
ume, and is anchored by electronic mu- 
sic — “heavy on the bass,” notes Holm, 
“but not like club electronic. It will be 
earthy and soulful.” 

Holm will play a live set with Forest 
Pools at the exhibit’s May 21 opening, 
acting like a DJ as he mixes in music to 
accompany the music of the sculpture. A 
cellist, a vocalist, and a backup vocalist 
(Holm’s partner) will accompany Holm, 
performing electronic versions of such 
songs as Mavis Staples’ “Holy Ghost” 


and Nina Simone’s “Feeling Good.” Each 
song references rivers or water. 

“Essentially,” Holm says, “we’re going 
to sing love songs to the river.” 

It would be easy to reduce Holm’s art 
to caricature — to suggest that Holm is 
a kind of New Agey California artist who 
has spent way too much time in his Oak- 
land studio. Cage and Christo were lam- 
basted — but by casual observers who 
never actually studied the work. As doc- 
umented in Albert and David Maysles’ 
1978 film Running Fence, one mean-spir- 
ited observer told a crowd of onlookers 
about Christo’s work, “That’s art? Some 
lousy curtain coming through here with 
a bunch of city-slickers looking at it? To 
hell with it. I’m against it. I think it’s stu- 
pid. ... What art is that, hanging a piece of 
rag up for 50 miles? I can hang a rag up. I 
bet he can’t even paint a picture!” 

Holm’s art won't inspire similar 
vitriol. And, besides, Holm can paint a 
picture, in addition to making muse- 
um-quality sculpture. In 2013, SFMO- 
MA invited Holm to demonstrate Sub- 
merged Turntable at the museum. With 
Forest Pools, the wheels transport the 
tape through the inky water, which rip- 
ples upon contact — just like the ripples 
that occurred in Submerged Turntable. As 
the tape continues through Forest Pools, 
the wheels get splashed with ink. 

Of the simple cassette tape, which 
today costs the same price as a pack of 
gum, Holm says, “Unlike digital tech- 
nology, a viewer can grasp on it and 
instantly know how it works. It’s not 
obscured inside a computer. I find that 
alienating with digital technology. And 
with cassettes and turntables, there’s 


a mechanical component that is spin- 
ning and moving, and I find that to be 
really engaging. And with cassettes, it’s 
wonderful how it’s essentially valueless 
material, but what’s encoded on it (mu- 
sic, voices, etc.) is a beautiful art form. I 
love that tension.” 

As he pressed the tape with his fingers 
for a visitor, Holm said, “And the tension 
is expressed by the actual physical tension 
of this. Everyone who will see the show 
will be worried that the tape will break. 

I will, too. 'm pushing it to the edge. I'm 
very much pushing it to the edge.” 

Holm laughs, but says that any 
breakage will also be art. “If one of the 
cassette tracks snaps or falls off the 
wheel,” he says, “I lose a third of the 
music. Although I hope that doesn’t 
happen, that could be beautiful.” 

Cage played with silence in “4’33”,” 
which has a full orchestra sit on stage 
with their instruments and sheet mu- 
sic — with the audience’s inadvertent 
sounds, like coughing and whispering, 
providing most of the piece’s “notes.” 
Cage was making a bigger point about the 
nature and definition of music. Holm’s 
sculptures aren't easy listening. They are 
complicated assemblages, complete with 
blueprints, that go through repeated test- 
ing before they appear in public. 

“It’s fun,” Holm says. “As far as I 
know, (Submerged Turntable) was the 
first and the only underwater record 
player. The world needed one. C’mon. 
That was a wonderful moment of discov- 
ery. It was magic. I had no idea it would 
work. But the sound did come out. And 
of course it took a lot of engineering 
to make it spot on. After I put records 
underwater, I thought maybe cassette 
tapes can go into the water, too.” 

They can. And, with Evan Holm, 
they do.

The Mitchell Brothers’ skin 
house on O'Farrell Street has an “anything 
goes’ history of pay-to-play lascivious- 
ness. As a night manager there, John Vo- 
chatzer has seen it all, and his new artwork 
on the back wall of the theater — which 
takes up a corner of Polk and Olive streets 
— is also “anything goes.” On the far left, 
almost two stories tall, is a four-armed 
Hindu goddess with bloodshot eyes, see- 
through midsection (complete with ribs 
and blood passages), and the hairy legs of 
a monkey god, sitting Lotus-like on a rep- 
tile. Fish float above her in the sky, con- 
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nected to three other giant figures, smaller 
men in togas, an Earth-like planet, and 
myriad plants and buildings that complete 
the work’s otherworldly feel. 

Vochatzer, 30, who studied film at 
the Academy of Art University a decade 
ago and now does collage art, says, 
“When I was making it, I had the busi- 
ness and what kind of place it is in mind, 
but any allusions to it are obscure. It’s a 
play off what I’ve been doing. My boss 
gave me the opportunity to pretty much 
do whatever I wanted for a mural.” 

Vochatzer finished the work the 
first week of May — though not with- 
out incident. On the first day, a crazed 
man ripped a collaged section from the 
wall. After that, Vochatzer hired two 
friends to guard the work at night, with 
Vochatzer there himself from dawn to 
dusk. The intersection of Olive and Polk 


streets is peopled by drug users and 
homeless people. “We needed to guard 
the wall 24-7 until we got sealant on it,” 
Vochatzer says. He described the experi- 
ence as “intense.” 
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Mike Koozmin 
Artist D Young V helped Vochatzer 
plan the wheat-pasting of the collaged 
figures. “I couldn't have done any of this 
without him,” Vochatzer says. “He’s one 
of my favorite S.F. street artists.” 


As Vochatzer stood in front of the 
mural, a woman high on drugs walked 
by, asking anyone who would listen for 
crack cocaine. The goddess on the far left 
of Vochatzer’s work is Saraswati, who 
represents knowledge, music, and the 
arts. Shiva, the Hindu god of destruc- 
tion, is also on the wall. Shiva, it is said, 
can destroy lives and also pretensions. 

Vochatzer says he loves working at 
the theater. “The thing that has always 
drawn me to the O'Farrell Theatre is 
that it has always had a rich history of 
associating with artists and other eccen- 
tric weird types,’ Vochatzer says. “I fit 
in. And it’s pretty cool to walk into work 
and walk into the upstairs hallway and 
see a drawing by Robert Crumb on the 
wall, and to hear stories from my boss 
about Hunter Thompson acting crazy 
there in the 80s.” Jonathan Curiel

URS SRA a> REALITY TV RIPOFF 


Sex, Lies, 
and 8 Minutes 


The moral scruples of most re- 
ality television shows are dubious, at 
best. Hidden cameras, unlimited booze, 
and a house full of 19-year-olds could be 
the premise for a barely legal basement 
porn site or a pitch for MTV’s latest iter- 
ation of Jersey Shore. But the recently 
canceled A&E program 8 Minutes, a real- 
ity show about bleeding-heart-cop- 
turned-pastor Kevin Brown and his 
mission to save Houston women from 
their lives in prostitution, sinks toa 
new low. 

Pastor Kevin poses as a client and 
books sessions with sex workers. 
Instead of having sex with them and 
then placing them under arrest, as 
vice officers have been known to do, 
he stages an intervention and offers 
working girls a way out of 
what he calls “the life.” 
Underscored by dra- 
matic music, the 
opening credits 
say, With pimps 
lurking, all 
we ve got ... is 
eight minutes” 
to spend with 
these women 
before the 
crew's safety is 
compromised. 

The implied 

threat of a dan- 

gerous Sex traf- 

ficker waiting in the 

wings is key to creating 
tension in episodes with ti- 
tles such as “Gorilla Pimped.” 


But soon after the April 2 premiere, 


the show was abruptly cancelled after 
sex workers who had appeared on the 
series began saying the 8 Minutes res- 
cue operation is about as legitimate as 
anything else on reality television. 
“Donna, who appeared on the 
second episode, told BuzzFeed News 
that though she had done sex work in 
the past, she was not currently in “the 
life,” and the “pimp” looming in the 


background of some shots was, in fact, 


her husband, who was paid to pose as 
her trafficker. 

All participants were paid an ap- 
pearance fee, but the women who 
have come forward say that aside 
from that fee, they did not receive any 
assistance. The show promised these 
women resources to help them leave 
the sex industry, but those resources 
never came. 

A woman named Kamylla, whose 
episode did not air before the show 
was canceled, says 8 Minutes producers 
gave her just $200 to tell her story on 
national television. She needed the 
money. Kamylla, a wife and mother 
living in poverty in Houston, and her 
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husband had been looking for work for 
months with no luck, and they were on 
the verge of eviction. 

Kamylla had recently begun offer- 
ing fetish services to clients in secret, 
telling her family she was cleaning 
houses. But business was slow, as it 
often is in November, right before the 
holidays. So when 8 Minutes producers 
contacted her, she took the offer. 

Like many, Kamylla entered the 
sex industry due to economic pres- 
sures; she wasn't forced by anyone or 
anything other than the aching bellies 
of her children. She was a perfect ex- 
ample of someone who actually was in 
desperate need of the resources Pastor 
Kevin was offering. 

After filming wrapped, Kamylla was 
dramatically ushered into a rescue van, 
presumably en route to her new life. 
She was driven around the corner and 
dropped back off at the hotel, and pro- 

ducers assured her 
that she’d soon re- 
ceive a phone call 
that would get 
her set up with 
all the promised 
resources — 
medical, den- 
tal, housing, 
professional 
development, 
the works. 
She didn’t put 
up an ad, hav- 
ing just vowed 
on national 
television that 
she was leaving 
sex work for good. 
But no one called, 
and Kamylla had no 
luck when she reached out. 

“T kept on calling them, and nothing 
happened,” she told BuzzFeed News 
earlier this month. Eventually, Kamylla 
gave up on 8 Minutes and felt she had 
no choice but to post another ad in 
order to pay the bills. 

The very first appointment turned 
out to be an undercover cop, and Kam- 
ylla was arrested. Her family sold most 
of the furniture in their house in order 
to bail her out of jail. Sex worker activ- 
ists have rallied around Kamylla and 
set up a crowdfunding campaign to 
help with her immediate needs — far 
more than Pastor Kevin ever did. 

“It [is] the sex worker activist 
community and their allies who are 
helping,” Kamylla wrote recently on 
sexworkersolidarity.com. 

The rescue industry is as much of a 
farce as reality television, but the com- 
bination of the two is truly morally 
bankrupt. 8 Minutes producers coerced 
and exploited economically disenfran- 
chised sex workers in order to turn a 
profit. The show has been canceled, but 
these women are still looking for the 
resources they were promised.

About Elly 
Not Rated. Opens Friday, 
May 22, at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Made before his Oscar-winner A Separa- 
tion but released here only now thanks 
to the latter’s success, Asghar Far- 
hadi’s About Elly is, funnily enough, a 
film about hindsight. Among other 
things. It’s best not to know a lot about 
it before seeing it, but here’s a little. 
Some friends go to a beach house. The 
outing’s organizer has brought along 
her daughter’s kindergarten teacher, a 
newcomer to the group, whose ranks in- 
clude a newly single man. It’s under- 
stood what’s going on here. But not 
fully understood. Not yet. The teacher 
seems quiet and cautious in this com- 
pany — or maybe that’s just how the 
others choose to characterize her. And 
the otherwise vacation-festive mood 
contains a subtle current of unwilling- 
ness to relax — or maybe that’s just how 
Farhadi commands his material. Suffice 
to say that hoped-for results do not 
come to pass. What happens instead, 
especially in retrospect, is harrowing. 
Reviewable only with heavy spoiler pro- 
tection, About Elly isn’t actually as plot- 
heavy as this description might imply. 
In fact, it’s entirely and masterfully 
character-driven. A movie so full of nar- 
rative switchbacks, reveals within re- 
veals, and electrifying recriminations, is 
nowhere near as easy to sustain as Far- 
hadi makes it seem. He has a uniformly 
excellent ensemble cast, anda fine 
sense of dramatic proportion. The cul- 
tural tension between progressivism 
and religious tradition seems explicitly 
Iranian, yet the human behavior seems 
precisely universal. Looking back on it 
now, it’s easy to see About Elly as the 
work of a filmmaker for whom world- 
class status awaits. Or just to see it asa 
good movie: clever, compassionate, and 
completely riveting. Jonathan Kiefer 


Good Kill 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
Killing is never good — no, not even in 
whatever hypothetical situation just 
popped into your head — and Andrew 
Niccols’ Good Kill considers the psycho- 
logical toll on drone pilots. Tom (Ethan 
Hawke) is a middle-aged fighter pilot 
who once flew actual planes, and now re- 
motely controls drones over the Middle 
East, blowing up confirmed targets (and 
the occasional innocent bystander) from 
an Air Force base outside Las Vegas. Af- 
ter work he drive his fancy sports car 
home to his wife (January Jones, con- 
tinuing to corner the long-suffering wife 
to damaged men market) and kids every 
night, drink beer, and have family barbe- 
cues on the weekends. It’s all slowly driv- 
ing him insane. Meanwhile, his new 
partner Vera (Zoé Kravitz) openly ques- 
tions the morality of their missions in a 
way Tom can’t bring himself to, particu- 
larly the math used by their disembodied 
CIA overlord (Peter Coyote and not 
Claire Danes, sadly), while their com- 
mander (Bruce Greenwood) serves as di- 
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My Dreams ~ 
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rector Niccols’ chorus, turning 

subtext into text. Good Kill is shot like a 
war movie without its subjects ever be- 
ing in physical danger (including copious 
drone footage of Las Vegas), and though 
the intimation romance between Tom 
and the two-decades-younger Vera is a 
bit unnecessary, the picture is a mostly 
engrossing meditation on the bravery of 
being out of range. Sherilyn Connelly 


I'll See You In My Dreams 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday, May 22, 
at Embarcadero Cinemas. 
You might go in expecting a heart-on- 
sleeve handout to middle-class women 
of retirement age, by whom and for 
whom movies aren't often enough 
made. But I’ll See You In My Dreams isn’t 
charity, and director Brett Haley, 
co-writing with Marc Basch, doesn’t 
seem so interested in demographic pre- 
meditation. Take the disarmingly 
straightforward early scenes: Any feel- 





ing human being who’s ever taken a pet 
to the vet for the last time should mist 
up pretty quickly here, as much for the 
familiar heartache as for the authentic 
and non-condescending presentation. 
This becomes the framework for our 
protagonist, a retiree and widow played 
with truth and grace by Blythe Danner, 
wistfully reclusive even in the company 
of three bridge buddies (June Squibb, 
Rhea Perlman, Mary Kay Place) and one 
fledged daughter (Malin Akerman). It’s 
light touches all around, with every- 
body seeming to have gotten the emo- 
tional availability memo. Even the 
magnetism of Sam Elliott’s self-assur- 
ance is kept at just enough distance to 
steady the flow of attraction. He’s the 
love interest, ideal and available — un- 
til, as per life’s vicissitudes, he isn’t. The 
other guy in our leading lady’s orbit is 
Martin Starr, as humanizing as ever, in 
the role of the young confidant who 
cleans her pool. Tastefulness isn’t to ev-

ery taste, of course, and it’s not unfair 
to say that visually and editorially this 
film’s discretion sometimes lapses into 
lack of style. That’s the risk Haley runs, 
and there is some quiet bravery in tak- 
ing it. Neither a feel-good bromide nor a 
cynical comeback thereto, I'll See You In 
My Dreams seems patiently to be work- 
ing out an equation which allows get- 
ting older on one side of the equal sign 
and keeping calm on the other. JK 


In the Name of My Daughter 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday, 
May 22, at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
A true crime story of money and power 
and sex and betrayal and missing per- 
sons and the mafia, André Téchiné’s 
French Riviera-set film stars Catherine 
Deneuve as a casino owner and still 
somehow manages to be dull. It is to 
Téchiné’s credit that In the Name of My 
Daughter keeps its cool enough to shrug 
off the salacious theatrics a less secure 
director surely would have indulged, but 
in hindsight even a little heat might 
have been nice too. The point where de- 


tached French-movie sophistication 
tips over into forgettability seems to 
have been passed before this film, for all 
its calmly agile camerawork, even be- 
gan. What’s left is not really a thriller, 
though it delineates a fateful power 
struggle between the hotelier, her attor- 
ney (Guillaume Canet), and her daugh- 
ter (Adéle Haenel), whose face does 
draw the eye and comes to signify 
what’s at stake. In real life it was the 
daughter who eventually went missing, 
with the attorney accused of murdering 
her: an injustice still unresolved after 
30 years. Téchiné’s tacked-on court- 
room epilogue delivers a verdict only to 
overturn it with further screen-title 
postscripts, catching the factual accu- 
racy of thwarted closure, yet somehow 
only glancing at its real emotional 
resonance. JK 


Not Suitable for Children: 
Scary Animal Animation 
Opens Thursday at the 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts. 
Animation about animals has struggled 
to be taken seriously for decades (par- 
ticularly animation intended for young 
girls), and YBCA’s Not Suitable for Chil- 
dren screens three films that frequently 
take the “talking animals” trope to fam- 
ily-unfriendly places. Martin Rosen's 
1982 The Plague Dogs concerns a pair of 
dogs who break out from a research fa- 
cility only to be hunted down by the 
government. The reputation of Rosen’s 
previous film, Watership Down, pre- 
ceded it, but many video stores in the 
1980s had to add “NOT FOR CHIL- 
DREN!” labels to The Plague Dogs’ box, 
in case the title, PG-13 rating, and art- 
work of desperate dogs running from a 
helicopter (one with bandages on his 
head!) didn’t get the point across. Don 
Bluth’s The Secret of NIMH, from that 
same year, was rated G, but its tale of a 
mouse who encounters a race of su- 
per-intelligent rats (who also escaped 
from a research facility) was famed for 
adding a bit of intensity to countless 
slumber parties. The most obscure of 
the series is Michael Shaack’s 1994 Feli- 
dae, a big-budget German(!) film about 
a cat who investigates the sometimes 
gruesome murders of other cats in his 
neighborhood. And, surprise surprise, 
animal experimentation factors into it. 
Seriously, humans? Stop doing that. SC

Jauja What's it all about, Alonso? Jauja, the stark new 
film by Lisandro Alonso, ain't tellin’. Or maybe it is, 
but it’s a puzzle that viewers are left to solve by 
themselves. (This critic believes it’s about toxic 
masculinity and the male fear of femininity, but then 
again, most things are.) Gunnar (Viggo Mortensen) 
is a Danish military engineer in 19th-century 
Argentina, brought on by the military to help 
quell the natives. Along for the ride, and causing 
something of a stir among the Argentine soldiers, is 
Gunnar's 14-year-old daughter, Ingeborg (Viilbjork 
Malling Agger). When Ingeborg disappears, the 
ill-equipped Gunnar sets off into the unforgiving 
Patagonian desert to find her. Jauja takes its 
own time to get where it’s going; the majority of 
the shots are wide, still, and often linger on the 
inhospitable landscape after the humans have 
exited the frame. That it’s shot in the 1:33 Academy 
ratio, with un-matted round edges, only adds to the 
film's sense of documentary unease. And exactly 
where it’s going is a matter for debate, especially 
with its hard, Mulholland Drive-worthy left turn 
in the third act. Jauja will be off-putting to some 
(one IMDB commenter called it “one of the worst 
movies ever"), but for those willing to get on its 
challenging wavelength, it's worth the ride. (SC) 

The Rumperbutts Marc Brener’s The Rumperbutts is 
a well-meaning musical-fantasy that never quite 
comes to life. Bonnie (Kori Gardner) and Jack (Jason 
Hammel) are a married couple in a Yo La Tengo-es- 
que indie band — or a Mates of State-esque indie 
band, actually, since that’s Gardner and Hammel's 
indie band in real life —- who have found fame and 
SUCCESS aS a musical touring act for children, the 
title-providing Rumperbutts. (There are of course 
lots of butt jokes, because both small children and 
bros find butts endlessly funny.) It’s driven them 
apart as a couple and made them hate their lives, 
but potential salvation arrives in the form of Richie 
(Silicon Valley's Josh Brener), a Supernatural nerd 
of undetermined astral provenance who promises 
to help them get their groove back. The picture 
embraces its musical-ness, with many full-length 
Mates of State songs performed directly to the 
camera. Some are catchier than others (if nothing 
up there with the current standard-bearer, God Help 
the Girl), but the movie doesn’t really catch fire 
until the villains (Adrian Moayed and Vanessa Ray) 
get their own number, which evokes Annie's “Easy 
Street” in the best way possible. And though The 
Rumperbutts makes no claim to family-friendliness, 
it still features more jokes about the size of Jack's 
scrotum than are strictly necessary. (SC) 

Slow West Scottishly, John Maclean's first feature 
is a brooder that can't keep from cracking itself 
up. It follows a wayward teen (Kodi Smit-McPhee) 
through 1800s Colorado (2000s New Zealand), 
chasing the girl he likes (Caren Pistorius) and 
not realizing that his gruff bounty-hunter guide 
(Michael Fassbender) wants to find her too, but for 
professional reasons. Maclean's insight is to treat all 
his characters as random players on the front lines 
of manifest destiny, half-consciously wondering if 
they're the butt of a cosmic joke. Sample dialogue: 
“East, what news?” “’Violence and suffering. West?” 
“Dreams, and toil."” Robbie Ryan's beauty-attuned 
cinematography gives us a gradual focus pull from 
the haze of romantic hope to the cutting clarity of 
disillusionment. Maclean's tone control isn’t perfect; 
the point-of-insight moment in Slow West's climactic 
shootout seems like something Joel and Ethan Coen 
might have dared each other not to cut from an early 
draft. It's a gag, at the protagonist's expense, and 
it goes too far even for a film that culminates in 
a wheat-field whack-a-mole gunfight. But it’s not 
wholly inconsistent, as other piquant bits include a 
felled tree pinning down the spread-armed skeleton 
of the man who chopped it down, and a bad guy 
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played by Ben Mendolsohn as if trying hard not to 
burst into a Gary Oldman impression. Meanwhile 
Fassbender inherits the mantle of Western antihero 
archetype, as we always knew he would, and Smit- 
McPhee, by now a veteran of movie frontier treks, 
never puts a foot wrong. “Dry your eyes, kid, let's 
drift,” says the elder in one of many quotables, 
expounding an unsustainable worldview. Their path 
proves to be a trail of bodies, through which the 
movie — no longer jesting — backtracks in silence 
just before it ends. (JK)

1968, now and then sketching a dress with Mozart 


playing to help him concentrate. Daily. I'll See 
You in My Dreams: You might go in expecting a 
heart-on-sleeve handout to middle-class women of 
retirement age, but I'll See You in My Dreams isn't 
charity, and director Brett Haley doesn't seem so 
interested in demographic premeditation. It's light 
touches all around, with everybody — especially 
our protagonist, a retiree and widow played with 
truth and grace by Blythe Danner — seeming to have 
gotten the emotional availability memo. Neither a 
feel-good bromide nor a cynical comeback thereto, 
I'll See You in My Dreams seems patiently to be 
working out an equation which allows getting older 
on one side of the equal sign and keeping calm 
on the other. Starting May 22. Daily. Wild Tales: A 
cornucopia of comeuppance, this exuberant pulp 
anthology from Argentine writer-director Damian 
Szifron would like to point out how ready and willing 
humans still are to act like animals. The tales include 
a perhaps deservedly unlucky assembly of airplane 
passengers; a dish of revenge best served at a late- 
night diner; a bribery spiral spinning out of control 
from a drunken rich kid's hit-and-run; an elaborate 
road-rage duel that'll be the envy of Tarantino; 
a demolitionist getting his own blow-up button 
pushed by parking-enforcement bureaucracy; and 
one catastrophically tacky wedding. Daily. The D 
Train: In planning his 20-year reunion, Pittsburgh 
schlub Dan Landsman (Jack Black) aggravates 
the inferiority complex he’s been nursing since 
high school, so he contrives to nab a reunion RSVP 
from former class cool kid Oliver Lawless (James 
Marsden). Thus begins a farfetched bromantic 
farce in which unexpected developments ensue, 
including actual hilarity, amazing Black-Marsden 
chemistry, and a scorched-earth subversion of the 
default homophobia that's otherwise so common 
to movies like this. Daily. Clouds of Sils Maria: Much 
of Oliver Assayas’ Clouds of Sils Maria is a terrific 
two-hander between successful-but-aging actress 
Maria (Juliette Binoche) — who has reluctantly 
agreed to participate in a revival of the play that 
made her famous 20 years prior, with her original 
role now assayed by a troubled, tabloid-bait starlet 
— and her assistant Val (Kristen Stewart), who runs 
lines with Maria while engaging in occasionally 
fourth-wall-pushing philosophical debates about 
innocence versus maturity, what it means to have 
integrity as a celebrity in modern Hollywood, and 
everything in between. Daily. Far from the Madding 
Crowd: Tonight's episode of The Dating Game 
comes to you from 19th-century England, where 
our bachelorette has just come into possession 
of some land and multiple options for new suitors: 
a Steadfast shepherd, a volatile soldier, and a 
middle-aged fellow farmer who once wouldn't give 
her the time of day but now can't get her out of his 
mind. Director Thomas Vinterberg's tastefully lush 
adaptation of the Thomas Hardy novel may not be 
the most innovative literary update, but as a new 
episode of an old game show, it’s a swoon-worthy 
knockout.

with heavy spoiler protection, Asghar Farhadi's 
About Elly is masterfully character-driven, full of 
narrative switchbacks, reveals within reveals, and 
electrifying recriminations. Farhadi has a uniformly 
excellent ensemble cast and a fine sense of dra- 
matic proportion, and while the cultural tension 
between progressivism and religious tradition 
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seems explicitly Iranian, the human behavior seems 
precisely universal. Starting May 22. Daily. In the 
Name of My Daughter. A true crime story of money 
and power and sex and betrayal and missing persons 
and the mafia, André Téchiné’s French Riviera-set 
film stars Catherine Deneuve as a casino owner and 
still somehow manages to be dull.

Félix and Meira: Ever 
since the first full-length talking picture, Alan Cro- 
sland's 1927 The Jazz Singer, the struggle between 
Orthodox Judaism and the secular world has been 
a recurring theme. In Maxime Giroux’'s Félix and 
Meira, the latter (Hadas Yaron) is a young Hasidic 
wife and mother living the sheltered life her culture 
demands, when a chance encounter with the kind 
yet secular Félix (Martin Dubrueil) inspires Meira 
to consider the possibility of living life on her own 
terms, rather than those dictated by her religion 
and her strict husband Shulem (Luzer Twersky). 
Daily. Dark Star: H.R. Giger’s World: As the overture 
of Belinda Sallin’s film recounts it, approaching the 
late H.R. Giger’s woods-ensconced Zurich home 
felt a little like going upriver in Apocalypse Now, 
on account of the jungly enclosure, and the many 
skulls, and the general aura of derangement. But 
of course the main Giger movie association will 
always be Alien. Talking-head consensus seems 
to be that Giger's work tapped into the otherwise 
unremembered trauma of the perinatal journey;

Essentially a chamber-drama allegory, writer-direc- 
tor Zaza Urushadze's Tangerines takes its title from 
its setting — a war-defiled grove of citrus trees in 
Georgia — and is powered by casually great, lived-in 
acting, particularly from Lembit Ulfsak as the old 
man under whose roof a gruff Chechen mercenary 
(Giorgi Nakashidze) and his sensitive young Geor- 
gian foe (Mikheil Meskhi) find themselves facing 
off. Being a heart-on-sleeve humanist, Urushadze 
doesn’t get into the particulars of the civil war in 
question, as if not to dignify them. Being also an 
Eastern European, he very helpfully doesn’t dignify 
sentimentalism either.

Smith's Oscar-nominated song ‘Miss Mis- 
ery” found him in the global spotlight, whether he 
liked it or not, and though his death by double stab 
wounds to the chest at age 34 is left unexamined, 
Heaven Adores You means to celebrate Smith's life, 
not his death.

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Gorging to Excess in Mexico City 


By Peter Lawrence Kane 


Although awkwardly timed 
considering I've only been at this job seven 
weeks, my boyfriend and I spent last week 
in Mexico City, eating to excess and walking 
it off. It was the first time for each of us. The 
largest metropolis in North America isa 
magical place, and not just because it was 
sunny every morning and stormy every eve- 
ning. At about 15 pesos to the dollar, an 
eat-cation (with side trips to see La Virgen 
of Guadalupe, the house where Leon 
Trotsky was murdered, and the floating gar- 
dens of Xochimilco) is basically mandatory. 

However, we had a terrible guidebook, 
which presumed the reader was a terri- 
fied suburbanite who didn’t know what 
pifiatas are. It strongly condemned street 
food, which, makes it a suitable candidate 
for a book-burning or inclusion on a 
revived index of titles the Vatican deems 
heretical. Chucking it aside, we were a 
little brave, and it worked out beautifully. 
I won't say I made it through a week-plus 
without a little gastrointestinal distress, 
but while I didn’t drink tap water once, I 
wasn't going to forgo margaritas for fear 
of reanimating bacteria in the ice, either. 
Nor did I avoid cilantro, another known 
germ vector, because, well, cilantro. 

Instead, we ate everything: grasshop- 
per tacos in Condesa, oreja (pig ear) tacos 
and micheladas in Polanco, pulpo tostadas 
at the Mercado de Coyoacan, pambazos de 
tinga (chicken tortas slathered with guajil- 
lo salsa) in Zona Rosa, mezcal everywhere. 
Late afternoon in the Distrito Federal 
is doughnut time, and we had plenty of 
those, too. | ate 24 tacos in eight days, a 
number that feels oddly low only because 
I kept getting seduced by chilaquiles. 

In Mexico City, within a certain range 
of options, you can get whatever you 
want, wherever you want it: 16-ounce 
cups of cut-up mango in Chapultepec 
Park, mole in a bookstore. Even by the 
standards of the food-delivery-app 
Eden that is San Francisco, this bounty 
is enviable. The Metro, a contemporary 
of BART but superior in almost every 
way, is effectively a citywide bazaar with 
transportation between shopping nodes. 
Stations operate like malls, with food 
and underwear and toys for sale along 
the transfer corridors, and clustered at 
street level around the entrances; all of it 
is cheap. (To no small extent, the visible 
economy of Mexico City motors ahead 
on a near-infinite number of tiny street 
food transactions.) Not only can you eat, 
say, caramel-filled churros on trains and 
platforms, but because the system em- 
ploys hundreds of janitorial staff, they’re 
admirably clean in spite of it. If that 
weren't progressive enough, each station 
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The dining room at 
Gabriela Camara’s 


Contramar. _ NS 


has its own unique pictogram to help 
illiterate people navigate around town. 

At the upper end, we checked out 
Contramar because the chef, Gabriela 
Camara, is set to open Cala in Hayes 
Valley this summer. A seafood restaurant 
with the best bread of the week, it had 
incredible, paprika-heavy pulpos a la gal- 
lega (octopus), the texture of which was 
nothing short of sublime. A plate of tacos 
salteados campechanos (with octopus 
and shrimp) was equally outstanding, 
but otherwise Contramar was strikingly 
conservative. Among the stiffly formal 
presentation, the excessive dressing on 
the sopes de pescado, and the shredded 
lettuce on the bland tuna tostadas, it felt 
like Pac Heights in spite of its location in 
hip, cosmopolitan Condesa. 

T imagine Cala will feel very different, 
if for no other reason than because Con- 
tramar is lunch-only. People love bashing 
brunch as a haute-bourgeois indulgence, 
but really, a multicourse weekday lunch 
is much more decadent. (Who has the 
time for that? Not me, and it’s ostensibly 
part of my job.) As such, Contramar ca- 
ters to a certain type of person: affluent, 
leisured, and probably appreciative of 
the unsmiling security guard who stood 
motionless on the sidewalk in a jacket 
and tie emblazoned with the restaurant’s 
logo, his mere presence sufficient to de- 
ter hawkers from approaching. It wasn’t 
entirely devoid of fun, though. The check 
came presented with branded, ultrama- 
rine-and-white striped mints in the same 
colors as the beachy awning. 

We spent Mother’s Day dinner over- 
looking the Zécalo from the roof terrace 
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» technically a 
Spanish dish, 
ulpos ala 
gallega was the 
standout at

at the hoity-toity Casa de Las Sirenas, but 
otherwise almost every other meal was at 
a taqueria or a cart. (As people tend to do 
when visiting a strange city, we developed 
an attachment to the first place we ate at, 
an unfailingly tasty El Farolito lookalike 
called Tacontento with five different salsa 
bowls at every table. They brought me the 
same happiness that IHOP’s syrup cad- 
dies did when I was 9.) 

If anything, our only grievous omis- 
sion was pozole. We made the effort to 
hunt down a place that adds sardines 
and mezcal to the soup and which came 
recommended by SFoodie contributor 
Ferron Salniker, but it was closed for a 
private event. A frantic dash to another 
recommendation found a line half an 
hour long, and we were too hungry for 
that. I’m crushed, but it only means 
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we ll have to go back. 

Of course, the only thing worse than 
not getting what you want is not getting 
what you want when it’s already right 
in front of you. Riding the Metro back 
from the bus station after a day-trip 
to the pyramids at Teotihuacan, we 
saw a guy balancing on his head a tray 
stacked with at least 200 doughnuts. 

I assumed he’d move through the car, 
selling them for 10 pesos each, but when 
he didn’t move, I realized he was merely 
transporting them and we wouldn't get 
one. How he managed not to lose any to 
theft or spillage on a crowded, erratically 
moving train I'll never know, but it was a 
sight. He got off at Oceania station, the 
pictogram for which is a kangaroo.

Take Two Buses 
to the Presidio 
If You Have To, 
For Traci Des 
Jardins’ Transit

George Lucas might still be the 
most influential figure around the Pre- 
sidio, but he’s got competition for su- 
premacy, as Traci des Jardins unveiled 
her third restaurant within the former 
military complex. After tackling Califor- 
nian cuisine by way of Spain at the 
Comissary and developing her take on 
Mexican cuisine at Arguello, Transit 
Café goes the fast-casual route. The Pre- 
sidio is about as far, far away from most 
public transit routes as you get in the 
city, but excellent wood-fired oven Neo- 
politan pizza is quite a draw. 

Four of them anchor the daytime 
menu, including a margherita, a 
spicy Italian sausage number, and an 
intriguing Caesar pizza bolstered by 
pounded anchovy and garlic oil. The 
mushroom pie ($13) blends a trio of 
Parmesan, pecorino, and asiago into 
a tangy base for the flurry of wild 
mushrooms. I'd guess they were most- 
ly oysters — a significant step above 
the typical bland mushrooms that 
adorn pizzas (as well as a clear des 
Jardins influence). The crust itself is 
exceedingly puffy, beautifully charred, 
and with a few scattered massive air 
bubbles. I don’t think I’ve ever tasted 
a more sour crust, almost as if the 
base is meant also for sourdough 
loaves and the yeast goes to sour 
beers. It’s different, and might be an 
acquired taste. 

What does seem strange is that 
vegetarians don't get a little more 
love. However, the grain salad ($9) 
proved to be a tabouleh-Greek salad hy- 
brid, with parsley and mint powering a 
generous ensemble of cherry tomatoes,

olives, cucumber, crumbled feta, anda 
hefty hand of quinoa. Yes, it’s virtuous 
to have a quinoa-something salad ev- 
erywhere. But more importantly, the 
salad is downright enjoyable. 

The café has a fun Nation- 
al-Park-lodge feel, with new wood, a 
wall with sketches of different wheels 
channeling transit methods, and an 
exposed air duct. The open kitchen 
and its pizza oven take up much of 
the intimate space, as do the general 
store and grab-and-go case. Be the 
savvy happy hour-goer who knows to 
have some wine or beer on tap when 
the sunset is early enough. (Transit 
closes at 7 p.m.) 

The Presidio used to only be known 
for forest walks, being the entrance to 
Golden Gate Bridge, and the only place 
to legally consume foie gras 
during those dark goose liver-free 
days of 2012-2014. It’s much more 
now. If you can find some transport to 
get out there, Transit Café awaits with 
superb pizza, patio views, and fortify- 
ing warmth after a chilly hike.

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I chose its weeklong training pro- 
gram, held at Bar Basic in SOMA. Our 
teacher, SFBA owner Jeremy Vassey, 
was a fun and charismatic guy — the 
kind of dude who rides a motorcycle, 
has tattoos, and does a great job of 
building community with a group 
(especially when many happened to 
be tatted-up motorcycle riders them- 
selves). Some of us, including Carson, 
took the class for art. One participant 
was an ex-Air Force guy, another was 
an ex-teacher, and one of us was doing 
it for love.

— what’s in a Zombie again? ‘The class 
was just intense enough, challenging 
without being frustrating. Only a little 
flash card studying was required. 

The course prepares students for 
the basics of any type of bartending. 
While I seriously doubt I'll be asked 
to make a Red Headed Slut, a Sex on 
the Beach, or an Adios Motherfucker, I 
happily learned those right along with 
the Old Fashioneds, Mint Julips, Rob 
Roys, Gin Gimlets, and other classier 
drinks I will likely be stirring up for 
patrons at Old Devil Moon, my set-to- 
open-in-late-2015 bar. 

I’m a legit beer guy. I wrote the 
book many people use to study for 
the Certified Cicerone exam. I am not 
a man accustomed to being humbled 
by alcoholic beverages. The beer pro- 
gram at Old Devil Moon is going to be 
absolutely killer, but we’re also going 
to feature a list of classy cocktails and 
lots of whisk(e)y. One of my partners, 
Andrew Kelley, has experience creating 
great cocktail programs, but I want 
to learn the ropes so I can contribute 
from behind the bar, too. 

And just so you know, Carson got 
the highest score in our class. So you 
should probably order your cocktail 
from her when you come check out Old 
Devil Moon.

THE RUN-OUT GROOVE 


Pondering Cafe Culture on Divis 


Flippit is in town from Chicago 
for a few days, and he’s regaling me 
with stories about his time in the Chi- 
cago improv scene over coffee at Vinyl 
Coffee & Wine Bar. 

Flippit has stood this close to 
greatness. Half the people he started 
out performing with have been 
cast members on Saturday Night 
Live. “When I read Amy Poehler’s 
autobiography, I wasn’t in it,” he says, 
“but I remember the early shows 
she’s talking about. If it were a photo 
and you panned the camera out, 
you'd have seen me hanging around 
back stage or working the lighting 
board.” He always thought he wasn’t 
any good at improv because he was 
comparing himself to people who 
would turn out to be its modern 
masters. But he was there, back in 
the day. 

Sadly, this close to 
greatness gets you 
nothing more than 
a cup of coffee ora 
glass of wine with 
me on a slow and 
sunny afternoon. 

As consolation 
prizes go, it’s not 
very consoling. 

I’ve gone on 
a lot recently 
about how much 
I like bars that are 
following the classic 
“café” formula: Vinyl 
might go a little too 
far in that direction. 
It’s sleek and modern, 
sure, but also a cross between 
“Seattle Coffee House” and “painfully 
hip record store.” (There is indeed 
a collection of vinyl albums up for 
perusal.) It’s the kind of place where 
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by-the-bottle skyrockets fast. The 
beer list is much more reasonable: a 
solid set of bottles that shows a flair 
for the dramatic. No tap standards, 
no Pabst, not even Anchor Steam 

— but a CoCoNut Porter from Maui 
Brewing, a Session Black Lager from 
Full Sail, and an Organic California 
Blond are all available. It says 
something very good about a place 
that can be so daring in such small 
ways, showing a sense of perspective 
and balance. I can see why it gets 
such a diverse crowd. And isn’t that 
the best thing about cafes? 

I have been thinking a lot lately 
about the Vienna coffeehouses, about 
the way some of the world’s greatest 
mathematicians and poets sat 
around the same table with leading- 

edge magazine publishers 
and physicists creating 
a common culture in 
the ruins of a fallen 
civilization, and 
how I wish we 
had that in San 
Francisco. We’re 
so close — so 
close — but 
we re self- 
segregated. The 
techies hang out 
with techies and 
the literati hang 
out with literati 
and the politicos 
with politicos 
and the journalists 
barely even hang out 
with each other. And 
I’m sorry, but all of these 
scenes are, by themselves, 
dreadfully dull. 

Flippit gave up improv comedy for 

involvement with Burning Man.

the rearview mirror come to distract 
themselves from the view. 

We are surrounded by both kinds 
of people, at tables small and large 
with what I have to say are pretty 
damn uncomfortable chairs, as I sip 
a mocha. I like it, but Vinyl could use 
more life: It seems like a “chill out” 
room, rather than a part of a scene. 

Perhaps I should have gone there 
for one of Vinyl’s events — it has a 
trivia night and a Taco Tuesday, and 
a lot of pizza-based things — but 
unless it’s specifically a venue, | 
usually don’t go to bars for “events.” 
Events at bars, other than live music, 
usually annoy me. 

While not nearly as extensive 
a wine-list as most places calling 
themselves a “wine bar” have, Vinyl’s 
is solid, even a little daring — if 
pricey. By-the-glass averages $10, and 


with other improv comics talking 
about nothing but improv comedy.” 

Oh, do I feel that. The advantage 
to having sat this close to greatness 
is that you don't have to pretend 
to be impressed the trivial bullshit 
that strivers do to get ahead. If only 
Flippit were in town more, I could 
see pulling him and a few more 
interesting people from different 
fields together, sitting at Vinyl, 
talking over coffee, beer, and 
wine. 

Maybe there'd be an older record, 
in the background, playing. It’s that 
kind of party. Vinyl just needs the 
right crowd to break it in.

Building the Gra

When the Gray Area Founda- 


tion was displaced from its Tenderloin fa- 
cility in 2012, the nonprofit organization 
embarked on a two-year search to finda 
new home, eventually landing at the 
Grand, a decrepit 1940s Art Deco theater 
in the Mission District that had been con- 
verted into a dollar store. But where others 
saw a broken plumbing system, faulty wir- 
ing, and killer deals on poorly made spatu- 
las, the Gray Area Foundation (and those 
who donated $400,000 via a crowdfunding 
campaign) saw a golden opportunity. 

The Grand celebrates the milestone 
of a mostly completed restoration with 
the three-day Gray Area Festival May 22, 
23, and 24. The event will host a variety 
of electronic musicians, including Friday 
performances by keyboardist Alessandro 
Cortini of Nine Inch Nails and the dark 
ambient vibes of musician and sound 
designer Lustmord. 

Things will be kicked up a couple 
beats-per-minute Saturday by electronic 
musician Shigeto of Ghostly Interna- 
tional, who will pair his hip-hop and 
jazz-influenced music with the visual 
artist Effixx. And artist Teebs of Brain- 
feeder will provide beat music utilizing 
sounds like that of a door slamming 
shut or tape peeling off something. 

But the festival is about more than 
music. On Sunday the event hosts a 
handful of workshops revolving around 
creative coding — teaching people how 
to make generative art. Attendees will 
learn how to pattern light in a “mirror 
hacking” workshop that utilizes laser 
cutting techniques. 

“Connections will be made, discus- 
sions will be had, and things will be 
figured out with people we don’t usually 
get to interact with,’ Gray Area founder 
Josette Melchor says. “It’s an opportu- 
nity to create new connections and new 
works in the future.” 


Amid the sound of power drills 
ricocheting off the auditorium’s tower- 
ing walls, Melchor sits with a team of five 
or six people dutifully typing away on 
laptops. The smell of freshly cut ply- 
wood, generated by a worker balanced 
atop a ladder near the theater’s Mission 
Street entrance, lingers in the air. 

“Next week we are celebrating a 
milestone in the revival of this theater,” 
Melchor says. “We want this festival to 
bring a lot of people together who work 
in the gray area between the arts, tech- 
nology, and design fields to discuss and 
showcase work that is breaking down 
barriers between the communities.” 
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People shuffle by, some testing sound 
equipment, others drawing up plans for 
the placement of art installations, and 
still others inexplicitly cocooning each 
other's legs with masking tape (it’s for a 
project, I’m told). 

KATSU, a member of the renegade 
art organization Free Art and Technol- 
ogy Lab, plunges a razor-sharp knife 
into the back of a carefully packaged 
container, drags the blade along the pe- 
rimeter of the package, turns to me with 
a devilish grin and says, “I want you to 
get a whiff of this.” 

Lindsay Howard, the curator for 
FA.T’s “F.A.T. GOLD” exhibition (May 
21-31 at the Grand) steps in witha 
piece of cautionary advice to KATSU: 
“Here, wear these white gloves.” KATSU 
slips into the Michael Jackson-esque 
garment. 

A few more quick cuts and the art- 
work — a portrait of Eric Schmidt, Goo- 
gle’s executive chairman, done in the 
artist’s own fecal matter — is evacuated. 
The piece is surrounded by tacky neon 
lights you'd find on a bodega’s store- 
front, which KATSU, who recently used 
a drone to graffiti a towering advert of 
Kendall Jenner’s face, gleefully manipu- 
lates via remote control after putting the 
piece up on the newly resurfaced wall of 
a small classroom inside the the Grand. 

Despite the chunks of undigested 
fibrous materials clinging to the can- 
vas, someone who wasn't privy to the 
artist’s chosen medium might think 
the beautiful, realistic portrait of the 
138th-richest person in the world was 
done with brown acrylic, or some other 
non-shit-based medium. Or as Magnus 
Eriksson, another FA.T. member quips, 
“You wouldn’t know it was done with 
shit until you got pink eye.”

Lustmord, the pioneering dark am- 
bient musician, whose music will fill 
the same room as F.A.T’s art, has been 
turning shit into beauty for over 30 years. 
Sourcing audio clips from the pitch-black 
depths of caves or the white-hot sparks of 
a roadside car crash, Lustmord has con- 
sistently released brooding albums with 
dangerous geographies rife with boulders 
of bass and sudden rock slides of noise. 

Cortini has toured extensively with 
Nine Inch Nails as the group’s keyboard- 
ist, and also received songwriting credits 
on the band’s 2008 instrumental album 
Ghosts I-IV, which featured 36 haunting 
non-songs. In interviews he’s talked pas- 
sionately about his shared enthusiasm 
with Trent Reznor for using synthesiz- 
ers to create sounds from scratch, diving 
into the process and coming out the 
other end more satisfied. On Friday, as 
festival patrons peruse the other artistic 
and technology-based offerings at the 
festival, that’s exactly what Cortini will 
be doing live, on stage, with his custom 
synthesizer rig.

“We should put a big board room 
table in here,” RA.T. member Maddy 
Varner says of the empty room playing 
host to the shit portrait to a chorus of 
approval: the international group’s first 
collaboration of the exhibition. 

Group members begin unpacking 
their works, chatting among themselves 
about which celebs should show up at 
the event.

“We're not going to filter anyone’s ex- 
pression,’ Melchor says of F.A.T’s point- 
ed criticality. “Arts lets us down barriers. 
I think people will take it in a ‘let’s all 
poke fun at it together’ way.” 

If the Gray Area Foundation says it’s 
attempting to break down the barriers 
between the arts, design, and technolo- 
gy, then consider F.A.T. to be the Kool- 
Aid man.

Hardware 
Warriors

Producing electronic music is 
more accessible than ever these days. All it 
takes is a laptop, a bit of software, anda 
tutorial or two and you're up and running 
— although results may vary. For the 
most part, this widening of the field is a 
good thing — there are a lot of young, tal- 
ented electronic musicians doing their 
thing on a shoestring budget, sometimes 
to amazing effect. 

But there’s something to be said 
for hardware. Hardware synthesizers, 
drum machines, and samplers all 
possess their own eccentricities and 
idiosyncrasies, which produce particular 
timbres that software will simply never 
be able to replicate. Certain electronic 
musicians have worked with hardware 
for decades, and have developed a 
symbiotic working relationship with it, 
understanding the machines inside and 
out: Enter Jonah Sharp and David Mo-

Lights Down Low presents Skream and 
Scuba at Mighty, 10 p.m.-3 a.m. Friday,

Two of the biggest DJ-producers of the last 
decade are coming together, high school re- 
union style, this Friday at Mighty. Both 
Skream and Scuba launched their careers at 
roughly the same time (2003) in England, as 
they began developing a unique, bass-heavy 
sound that would soon come to be known as 
“dubstep” (which meant something quite 
different back then in England than it does 
in America today). These days, they've 
moved on from that sound: Scuba is explor- 
ing atmospheric techno and Skream has 
Started to produce funky disco-house. Their 
selections (as DJs) roughly match the kind 
of music they make these days, as Scuba 
hews towards deep-space techno and hyp- 
notic tech-house, while Skream is fond of 
bass-heavy U.K.-styled house music with a 
bit of disco to whet the appetite. Lights 
Down Low's resident DJs Corey Sizemore 
and Richie Panic will be on hand to get the 
party started, per usual. 


Galaxy Radio featuring Cherushii at The

Galaxy Radio is an Italo disco party, a genre 
which is “neither Italian nor disco,” in Gal- 
axy's own words. And Italo really is its own 
thing, distinct from disco itself — Italians 
were instrumental in disco's success, of 
course (imagine the genre without Giorgio 
Moroder!), but as the ‘70s gave way to the 
‘80s, Italian (and otherwise) disco produc- 
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ufang (aka Move D), together known as 
Reagenz. 

These two are some of electronic 
music’s old guard, their histories reach- 
ing back into the early 90s. Sharp is a 
longtime San Franciscan responsible for 
some of techno’s finest moments under 
the name Spacetime Continuum (and 
others); Moufang is a German, from Hei- 
delberg, with a mile-long discography en- 
compassing spaced-out ambient, cerebral 
techno, and beautiful deep house. They 
met in San Francisco in 1994 and shortly 
thereafter began working together as Re- 
agenz, a project that persists to this day. 

Reagenz is all about improvisation 
— setting up a bunch of gear and letting 


ers wrote tracks focused on robots, space, 
and a general fascination with extraterres- 
trial and nonhuman lifeforms, which be- 
came one of the genre's touchstones, 
alongside a reliance on electronic synthesis 
and digitized vocals. This time around, Gal- 
axy Radio has invited SF-based producer 
and DJ Cherushii to work her magic behind 
the decks. Cherushii's tunes are perfectly 
rose-colored updates of vintage house mu- 
sic, fresh and modern-sounding with just 
enough nostalgia to feel comfortable. She's 
also a talented DJ, with a collection of Italo 
hits that should fit right in at Galaxy Radio. 
Residents Smac, PlaZa, Emils, and Un 
Homme will open and close the festivities. 


Outpost presents Delivery, GLSS, and 
Michael Claus at Underground SF, 10 
p.m.-2 a.m.

Bouncy U.K. bass-centric party Outpost re- 
turns to Underground SF this month with its 
most diverse lineup yet, featuring the 
crunchy hardware techno of LA-based pro- 
ducer Delivery.

If your political leanings are to the right, you may not be able to truly appreciate 
Sweden’s Refused and its style of punk. The quartet rose to great acclaim during 
the late ’90s releasing three successive albums that ripped and teared at the core 
of the genre. But it wasn’t until its magnificent 1998 opus, The Shape of Punk to 
Come, and following breakup, that practically everyone came into the know. It 
would take until 2012 for the band to reunite and another three years to release 
its fourth record, Freedom, due out in June on Epitaph Records. While the band 
was obviously influenced by the likes of Nation Of Ulysses and Born Against — 
two great raucous punk and hardcore bands in their own right — only Refused 
has steadfastly rallied against the system and came back from the dead to find

Rising Appalachia’s singing sisters Chloe Smith and Leah Song dig into the 
mountain string band traditions with a 21st century pick ax. Think Gaia hippie 
love meets conscious hip-hop meets modern primitivism. Releasing a half- 
dozen albums and globetrotting for years on their own, they are DIY and com- 
munity-conscious to the marrow. Drawing on ancient sources of strength — the 
human voice, the almighty groove, and a close-knit family of artist-educator col- 
laborators — the duo aims for a ritual healing experience with its music and in- 
spirational lyrics (from “Spirit’s Cradle”: “T believe in the goodness/ of 
humankind”). Rising Appalachia’s brand new CD, Wider Circles, benefits from 
the soulful contributions of percussionist Biko Casini and upright bassist/bari- 
tone guitarist David Brown, whose palpable grasp of space and time uplifts the 
sisters’ magical voices and spare accompaniment on banjo and fiddle. Updates 
on old-time classics like “Fall on My Knees,” “Cripple Creek,” and “Bright Morn- 
ing Stars” connect with the ancestors and come across as a shared spiritual jour- 
ney. These tunes are raw, deeply rooted, and winged. It’s a rare combination of 
forces.

“HISMOM has handled this really well so far, 
and I am impressed with her clarity and calm 
about this situation,” said Amy Lang, a childhood 
sexuality expert and educator, a public speaker, 
and the author of Birds + Bees + Your Kids (bird- 
sandbeesandkids.com). “But NO BUTT TOYS for 
5-year-olds! This is insane and will cause a host 
of problems — can you imagine if he says to his 
teacher, “Yesterday, I played with my butt plug!’ 
Instant CPS call!” 

I’m going to break in for a second: Do NOT 
buy a butt toy for your 5-year-old kid — if, in- 
deed, you and your 5-year-old kid’s butt actually 
exist. I’m way more than half convinced that your 
letter is a fake, HISMOM, something sent in by a 
Christian conservative out to prove that I’m the 
sort of degenerate who would tell a mom to buy a 
butt toy for a 5-year-old. I’m some sort of degen- 
erate, I'll happily admit, but I’m not that sort. 

“This clearly isn’t a safe way for her boy to ex- 
plore his body for a variety of reasons,” said Lang. 
“His butthole is tiny, it’s an adultlike behavior, 
and it’s germy.” 

And while adults who are into butt play are (or 
should be) proactive and conscientious about hy- 
giene, grubby little 5-year-olds aren’t particularly 
proactive or conscientious about hygiene — or 
anything else. You don’t want his hands and toys 
smeared with more fecal matter than is typical for 
the hands and toys of most 5-year-olds. 

“It’s also on the outer edges of ‘typical’ sexual 
behavior in a young kid,” said Lang. “He may very 
well have discovered this sort of outlier behavior 
on his own, but there is a chance that someone 
showed him how to do this. HISMOM needs to 
calmly ask her son, ‘’m curious — how did you 
figure out that it feels good to put things in your 
bum?’ Listen to what he has to say. Depending on 
his response, she may need to get him a profes- 
sional evaluation to make sure that he’s okay and 
safe. She can find someone through rainn.org in 
her area to help. While it doesn’t sound like he’s 
traumatized by this — he’s so open and light- 
hearted about it — you never know.” 

Regardless of where he picked this trick up, 
HISMOM, you gotta tell him that it’s not okay to 
put stuff up his butt because he could seriously 
hurt himself. I know, I know: You are a progres- 
sive, sex-positive parent — if you exist — and 
you don’t wanna saddle your kid with a complex 
about butt stuff. But think of all the sexually 
active adults out there, gay and bi and straight, 
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who have overcome standard-issue butt-stuff 
complexes and now safely and responsibly enjoy 
their assholes and the assholes of others. If you 
give your son a minor complex by, say, taking his 
toy cars away until he stops putting them in his 
ass, rest assured that he’ll be able to overcome 
that complex later in life. 

“She should tell him that she totally gets that 
it feels good,” said Lang, “but there are other 
ways he can have those good feelings that are 
safer, like rubbing and touching his penis, and 
he is welcome to do that any time he wants — as 
long as he’s in private and alone. You can also tell 
him the safest thing to put up there is his own 
finger. But he MUST wash his hands if he does 
that. Nothing else, finger only. And did I mention 
NO BUTT TOY? Seriously.” Follow Amy Lang on 
Twitter @birdsandbees.

Not An Asshole 


There’s nothing about preferring — even re- 
quiring — a particular set of genitalia that will 
result in your being stripped of your trans ally 
status, NAA. The issue is adding a few words to 
your profile (“no trans women”) that might spare 
you from the horrors of having coffee with one or 
two trans women over the course of your dating 
life but that will definitely make every trans wom- 
an who sees your profile feel like shit. The world 
is already an intensely hostile, unwelcoming 
place for trans people. Why would someone who 
considers himself (or herself, in the case of CIS) 
an ally want to make the world more hostile and 
unwelcoming? Awkwardness and “wasted” coffee 
dates are built into the online-dating experience. 
Trans women who haven't had bottom surgery 
aren't going to spring their dicks on you — they’ll 
almost always disclose before it gets to that point 
— and you're not obligated to sleep with anyone 
you don’t find attractive. 


I'm acis straight woman. I went on dates with a lot of 
guys from dating websites (200+) before I got married. 
Just writing to say that I agreed with your advice to the 
lesbian dating-site user. I agree that putting negative/ 
exclusionary notes like “no trans women’ or “no Asian 
guys’ in a dating profile is a turnoff — and not just to 
the excluded group but to those who find those kinds of 
comments to be mean-spirited and narrow-minded. 
And are there really so many trans people out there that 
such a comment is even necessary? Are there really that 
many trans people out there causing massive confusion 
on dating websites? And honestly, if someone is trans 
and you wind up meeting them for coffee, what would 
be the big deal anyway? It’s just coffee! I don’t under- 
stand why this would be such a huge problem.
